“FOR RUSSIA and HUMANITY” 


Russia is continuing her mighty winter of- 
fensive against the Nazis in eastern Europe. 
Over 3,250,000 Russians and Germans are lock- 
ed in battle on nine fronts. The Russians have 
thrown 115 divisions and 15 tank corps into four 
fronts alone.

of course, thoroughly cleaned and 
graded so there could be no possibi- 
lity of differences arising due to vari- 
ation in the quality of the seed used. 
These tests and many others that 
have been conducted since the Experi- 
mental Farms were organized in 1886, 
have clearly shown that where the 
seed used is clean, well graded, and 
belongs to a variety which is well suit- 
ed to the district that it does not 
make a great deal of difference 
whether the seed is obtained at home 
or whether it is brought in from some 
other point.

Look To Canada For Aid 


Hundreds of 
farm women, 


thousands of Russian 


homeless and weary af 
ter four years of war, are now gather- 
ing the remnants of their families. 
The Germans destroyed their homes, 
barns, stole their animals, and farm 
equipment. They killed fathers and 
Sons, tormented and enslaved young 
daughters. 

Now the Russian people are réturn- 
ing to their homes. What they found 
on their return is too horrible to des- 
cribe, In the Ukraine and Byelorus- 
sia, in the Crimea and around Odessa, 
the Germans turned gullies and river- 
beds, forest and trenches into mass 
graves filled with thousands of young 
and old whom they slaughtered. Mij- 
lions of children were made orphans. 

But now the people in the great 
farming areas of the Soviet \ Union 
have taken up their work. The enemy 
1s being chased across Europe by 
their young sons, and ‘the older peo- 
ple and women are beginning to work 
the land again. They are beginning 
to repair the terrible damage wrought 
by the Nazis, and it is for these her- 
oic people that the Canadian Aid to 
Russia Fund is appealing for help. 

In all the liberated areas of Russia, 
the sutvivors are taking orphans into 
their homes. What little they have 
is being shared with these forlorn, 
shocked youngsters, many of whom 
saw their parents tortured and slain.

Their great need is clothing, warm, 
knitted things, for they are unable to 
buy anything in those devasted areas.

Canadian women can 
easily understand the suffering of lit- 
tle homeless, emaciated children in 
the bitter Russian winter, so like our 
own. .

The Aid to Russia Fund is anxious to 
ship as much as possible and quickly. 
These are some of the things most 
needed in Russia today: babies’ lay- 
ettes, babies’ blankets, children’s 
mitts, scarves, coats, sweaters, stock- 
ings, breeches, suits, wunderclothes 
and blankets. Knitted goods of all 


sizes, will be heartily welcomed. 
Individuals and groups across Can- 
ada are urged to rally around this 
Russian clothing appeal. Church wo- 
men’s auxiliaries, Red Cross groups, 
war service groups, Some women’s in- 
stitutes, Catholic youth organizations, 
A.Y.P.A., trade unions, lodges and 
business men’s and women’s associ- 
ations are some of the groups that 
have already responded to this call. 


How grateful the Russian people 
are for this help is told in many let- 
ters that have been received from 
Russia, at the head office of the Fund. 
Mitya Varlomov, now at the front, 
wrote,: “Dear Canadian Friends! We 
have a proverb, ‘the gift is not as dear 
as the thought.’ A great big thanks, 
dear friends, for thinking of us. The 
friendship of our two countries, and 
our friendship, is a pledge of com- 
plete victory over the Nazis. I shall do 
my part.”

To encourage competition in the 
Flower Show, cash prizes were again 
offered in all classes of the prize list, 
and also for the three highest grand 
totals, but a prolonged dry spell dur- 
ing the summer caused a drop in the 
entries. 

I would urge a much greater parti- 
cipation by the members in their 
Flower Show, and indeed by all resi- 
dents of the village and district, since 
there are 42 special items of the Prize 
List open to all. 

A determination to show is a fine 
incentive to good gardening and would 
result in more and finer blooms 
throughout the flower gardens of the 
village. Before ending I wish to 
thank the executive and committees, 
and all who helped to carry on the 
year’s work, and to express the thanks 
and appreciation of the Society to 
Miss E. Parker who so ably judged 
both the Flower Show and Fall Fair 
entries. :

ORDER REPAIR PARTS 
SPRAYING MACHINERY 


Although provisions have been made 
for an adequate supply of repair parts 
for farm machines, necessary repairs 
for spraying machines should be or- 
dered early.

“The fact that every day in the year 
at least one Canadian baby is born 
handicapped with venereal disease is 
an insult to the intelligence of our po- 
pulation,” declares the Director of the 
V. D. Control Division of the Depart- 
ment of National Health and Welfare. 

“Many physical disabilities are un- 
avoidable, but this disease can easily 
be prevented and cured. The simple 
expedient of a blood test would sug- 
gest treatment to eliminate the trans- 
fer of infection to the wife, in fact if 
taken before the fifth month of pregn- 
ancy it would prevent the tragedy of 
prenatal syphilis.”

Careful preparation for the brooding 
season is one of the first essentials to 
success in rearing chicks, says R. M. 
Hopper, Dominion Experimental Farm 
Brandon, Man. The first step in this 
connection should be to make neces- 
sary repairs and thoroughly to clean 
the building used for brooding. The 
doors and windows should be checked 
and made raught-proof. To remove 
all accumulated filth that could pro- 
vide a source of infection to the 
chicks, the interior of the building 
should be cleaned and well scrubbed 
with a solution of lye and water. A 
worn down house broom makes an 
lerecliens brush for scrubbing. When 
the surfaces are dry they should” be 
sprayed with a good disinfectant. The 
application of a coat of whitewash 
brightens the interior and is also good 
sanitary precaution. If whitewash is 
used the’ disinfectant can be mixed 
with it and applied at the same time. 
The equipment such as feeders and 
drinking fountains, should also be 
cleaned and made ready for use. 

The equipment should be checked 
early in the season and any needed re-

suffering from colic when it threshes 
or rolls about, gets up and lies down 
again, looks at its side, paws and 
stamps, walks in circles, sweats and 
cries out with pain. 
An animal afflicted with colic may 
not show all these signs of distress at 
the same time, as colic has different 
forms. The word “colic” is really a 
word applied to all forms of indiges- 
tion. This indigestion may not last 
long nor is it always serious. But in 
its acute form of bloat, colic soon suf- 
focates an animal. For this reason, a 
farmer is not wise to take a chance on 
a colicky cow or sheep or horse get-

ment. It can be completely avoided 
by seeing that live stock receive only 
food feed and are never permitted 
Sudden changes in their diet. 

At this season of the year, live 
stock producers should take care to 
avoid feeding live stock with frozen 
potatoes, carrots or turnips which 
should always be stored where they 
cannot freeze. But if for this or an- 
other cause, some of the animals de- 
‘velop colic, don’t hope to cure them 
by leading them to a duck pond; in- 
stead, call in a veterinarian.

BOWL

Hello Homemakers! We must be 
thrifty! One way to be just that is to 
spend every food dollar as wisely as 
possible. Each week when you pur- 
chase groceries see where you can 
save twenty-five cents for the extra 
War Sayings Stamp your grocer has 
available. 

Everybody's doing it. Yes they are 
buying a War Saving Stamp at the 
grocery counter on Stamp Day. . 
that is every Friday. 

Our homemakers are doing it by: 

1. Buying seasonal products. 

2. Buying food in the quantities 
that they can store successfully. 

3. Buying food that they can make 
into nutritious homemade dishes, e.g., 
soup bones for soup, yeast cakes for 
quick breads, 

4. Buying some whole grain cer- 
eals to cook instead of packaged 
cereals. 2 

5. Buying according to a planned 
menu. : 
PORRIDGE ; 

Use a double boiler for cooking por- 
ridge. Pour boiling water in top and 
bottom parts of utensil and put on 
electric element turned to high. Add 
cereal and salt, cover and cook 30 
mins. " 

If desired, use milk in place of half 
or more of the water. A few raisins 
or cooked prunes, cut in pieces, may 
be stirred into cereal before serving.

TAKE A TIP : 

1. To make a clean cut through 
the meringue on a pie, use a sharp 
knife which has been dipped in hot 
water. The meringue will Stay high 
instead of being crushed. 

2. A wooden spoon is very useful 
for handling clothes which have to be 
washed in very hot water. Use it to 
stir the suds. to work the clothes up 
and down and to remove them from 
the hot water. ; 

8. Instead of washing the rolling: 
pin after each use, scrape off the ex- 
cess flour and put it back into tfle 
flour bin—it won’t stick to the next 
dough you roll out. 

4. When there is pie crust left 
over, it’s a good idea to roll it out, slip 
a piece of wax paper under it and one 
over it. Roll it into a tube shape and 
store in the refrigerator. This takes 
little space in the electric refrigerator 
and it can be used without getting out 
the rolling pin and board again. (Be 
sure to take it out and leave at room 
temperature for 20 minutes hefore fit-- 
ting into pie plate.)
